Warm milk at the time it is drawn 
from the cow readily absorbs from 
the air of the stable certain sub- 
stances which inrpart to the milk dis- 
agreeable odors and tastes. When 
milk is allowed to stand in a poorly 
ventilated or unclean barn, the char- 
acteristic odor and taste of aromatic 
feeds such as beets, ensilage and tur- 
nips may be imparted to milk in the 
same manner, This may lead one to 
believe that the trouble is due to 
food which has been eaten, and that 
the odor and taste have been clim- 
inated with the milk through the 
udder. 

Ordinarily the condition can be 
corrected by the prompt removal of 
the milk as soon as drawn from cach 
respective animal and placing it in 
the milk house where facilities for 
the proper and immedia cooling 
are available.

On first thought it seems inappros 
Priate to talk about a wonderful new 
diamond in war times.

For 
four years there has been a Red Crowe 
sale at Christy's in Loudon and each 
year some entirely unexpected treas« 
ure has formed the centre of interest. 
Until recently no attrection was pres. 
ented for this year. But quite unex- 
pectedly appeared this wonderful 
diamond, of the palest exquisite 
primrose yellow and of enormous 
weight for a diamond--surpassing all 
the famous diamonds known, except 
the “Stars of South Africa” (in the 
Imperial crown and the drop of the 
Royal Sceptre) and the Mattan diam. 
ond belonging to the Rajah of Borneo. 

The famous Koh-i-noor in Queen 
Mary’s crown weighs not quite 108 
carats ; the Regent or Pitt diamond, 
famous up to this time as being the 
ovly diamond showing a Maltere 
cross in tha top facet, weights 1364 
carata, The new diamond which 
weights 205 carats is in the shape ofa 
perfect square and shows a perfect 
Maltese cross in ita top facet. I¢ 
hasthe power of absorbing the rays 
of any brilliant illumination to which 
tt is exposed and afterwards emitting 
them in phosphorescent light in the 
dark, The diamond was found in 
the De Beers Mines jin Grinqualand 
West in 1901. So far it has not been 
named but will probably be known as 
the Red Cross Diamond,
